Will  Students  Get  Their  Dead  Week? 


As  fall  semester  drew  to  a close  last 
January,  there  began  to  be  felt  on  campus 
an  undercurrent  of  dissatisfaction  with  the 
way  final  exams  were  being  held. 

After  the  semester  ended,  a student 
movement  was  organized  which  actively  pet- 
itioned for  a revision  of  exam  week,  and 
the  establishment  of  an  effective  dead  week. 
The  movement  was  not  entirely  successful, 
but  the  university  administration  did  agree 
to  establish  a week  before  finals  in  which 
no  major  exams  would  be  given  and  no 
major  papers  would  become  due. 

Today  that  week  begins.  How  effective 
will  it  be?  Will  the  administration  follow 
through  with  its  promise  for  an  academic 
dead  week?  Or  will  students’  desires  be 
ignored  ? 

Of  course  the  extent  to  which  the  ad- 
ministration’s promise  will  be  followed  de- 
pends on  the  faculty.  They  decide  when  and 
if  tests  will  be  given.  A teacher  knows  best 
how  to  instruct  his  class  and  should  be 
given  considerable  freedom  to  do  so.  But,  it 


seems  reasonable  to  expect  teachers  to  plan 
their  classes  far  enough  in  advance  that 
exams  are  completed  at  least  one  week  be- 
fore finals  begin.  , , . . 

An  effective  dead  week  has  been  scaice 
around  BYU.  It  has  been  tried  in  the  past, 
but  it  seems  as  if  neither  students  nor 
faculty  were  interested  in  its  continuance. 
The  theory  behind  dead  week  is  sound,  it 
is  not  meant  merely  as  a vacation  for  stu- 
dents, but  as  a period  in  which  students 
may  prepare  for  a more  comprehensive 
final. 

It  also  gives  teachers  time  to  prepare 
a good,  fair  final  exam — one  which  wih 
honestly  test  students’  knowledge  of  the 
subject.  , , , _ _ 

As  dead  week  begins,  students  should 
be  aware  of  the  administration’s  promise 
given  in  February.  Teachers  should  also  be 
aware  of  that  promise  and  realize  that  dead 
week  gives  them  a chance  to  prepare  a bet- 
ter final.  Students  worked  for  an  effective 
dead  week  and  it  should  be  given  to  them. 
How  they  will  use  it  remains  to  be  seen. 


BYU  Loses  Two  Outstanding  Men 


During  the  past  ten  days  BYU  has  lost 
two  of  its  great  personalities  which  make 
the  campus  the  outstanding  place  that  it  is : 
filled  with  outstanding,  giving  people. 

Efren  Cano  Flores  died  ten  days  ago 
following  a negative  reaction  to  a local  anes- 
thetic. On  Monday  night,  Michael  Calvin 
Woodward  died  of  complications  following 
surgery. 

Efren  Flores  came  to  BYU  in  the  fall 
of  1962  and  began  work  as  an  instructor  in 
the  Language  Training  Mission,  a position 
he  held  until  his  death.  During  the  three 
and  one-half  years  he  served  as  an  instruct- 
or, he  personally  had  a part  in  the  instruc- 
tion of  more  than  1000  missionaries. 

The  influence  which  he  had  on  them 
was  a powerful  force  in  preparing  them  to 
teach  people  throughout  the  Americas. 
President  Ernest  J.  Wilkins  of  the  Lan- 
guage Training  Mission  said,  “Efren  Flores 
was  a great  credit  to  his  nation,  his  race, 
and  to  his  church.  There  may  be  a few  who 
are  good  as  he,  but  there  are  none  better.” 


With  all  of  his  academic  responsibilities 
as  an  instructor  and  student,  Efren  still 
found  time  to  serve  untiringly  as  a coun- 
selor in  the  presidency  of  the  Spanish- 
American  Branch  of  the  Utah  Stake,  and  to 
entertain  countless  people  with  his  guitar 
and  lively  wit. 

s Likewise  Michael  Calvin  Woodward  was 
a powerful  influence  to  people  who  knew 
him.  His  great  talents  in  the  music  field 
enabled  him  to  spend  time  singing  in  a 
quartet  in  British  and  Irish  Missions,  help- 
ing many  people  to  gain  an  interest  in  the 
Church  through  his  music. 

His  fine  spirit  and  enthusiasm  were 
also  felt  by  all  the  members  of  the  BYU 
First  Ward,  where  he  served  faithfully  as 
First  Counselor  in  the  Bishopric. 

The  Church  and  BYU  do  not  often  see 
men  who  accomplish  so  much  in  such  short 
lives.  As  sincere  sympathy  is  expressed  to 
their  wives  and  family,  the  campus  must 
also  contemplate  the  loss  of  two  men  who 
cared  for  and  were  a tremendous  help  to 
other  people.

Big  Asset  To  Campus

Rodolfo  is  18-years-old  and  has 
just  arrived  in  the  United  States 
from  Guatemala.  He  has  never 
been  more  than  30  miles  from 
home  before.  He  is  alone  except 
for  the  family  that  is  sponsoring 
him,,  none  of  whom  speak  Span- 
ish. Rodolfo  plans  to  attend  BYU 
in  the  fall. 

HIS  HIGH  school  polished  Eng- 
lish is  only  slightly  tinged  by  the 
accent  of  his  native  tongue,  yet 
English  is  still  as  uncomfortable 
to  him  as  the  new  shoes  that 
pinch  his  barefoot,  hardened  feet. 

Rodolfo  is  adapting  well  to  life 
in  the  States,  but  sometimes  he 
longs  to  take  off  those  torturous 
shoes  and  run  barefoot.  He  thinks 
of  his  home  and  friends  and  is 
lonely.  Like  a plant  torn  from  its 
roots  unless  he  finds  familiar 
ground  and  nourishment  his  spirit 
will  wither  and  eventually  die. 

THERE  ARE  many  Rodolfos  at 
BYU.  With  a lamina  of  self  con- 
fidence they  come  from  all  of 
Latin  America.  Many  of  them  are 
recent  converts  to  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
and  have  come  to  BYU  at  great 
personal  sacrifice  seeking  an  edu- 
cation unobtainable  in  their  native 
countries. 

In  recognition  of  their  special 
situation,  the  Spanish-American 
Branch  of  the  LDS  Church  was 
organized  in  Provo,  Utah  in  1960. 
Holding  its  activities  in  Spanish, 
it  gives  the  Spanish  speaker  an 
opportunity  to  hear  the  Gospel 
in  his  native  tongue— the  one  in 
which  he  was  converted  and  more 
than  likely  will  teach  the  Gospel 
to  others. 

PRESIDENT  OF  THE  Spanish- 
American  Branch  is  Cordell  An- 
derson, a 1962  BYU  graduate 
turned  businessman-photograph- 
er-writer who  served  a mission  to 
Guatemala.  His  wife  Maria,  who 
is  the  Relief  Society  President  in 
the  Branch,  fulfilled  a mission  to* 
her  native  Mexico.  They  are  a 
study  in  physical  contrasts-blond 
hair,  blue  eyes-black  hair,  brown 
eyes.  Their  children  Julie,  David 
and  Christina  speak  and  under- 
stand English  and  Spanish. 

Hermano  Andersen,  as  he  is 
called  by  members  of  the  Branch, 
speaks  enthusiastically  and  pride- 
fully  of  the  progress  made  by  its 
members  since  1960. 

FIRST  president  of  the  Span- 
ish-American Branch  and  its 
president  from  1960-62  was  Mil- 
ton  Fisher  of  Provo  who  served 
an  LDS  mission  to  Mexico. 

At  its  conception  the  Branch 
was  organized  solely  among  the 
BYU  Latin  American  students. 
Its  membership  now  is  roughly 
80  percent  students  representing 
13  countries. 

The  Branch  was  organized  un- 
der the  Utah  Stake  to  insure  the 
continuation  of  missionary  work 
among  the  Latin  natives  of  Utah 
valley  who  were  not  BYU  stu- 
dents. Members  of  the  Branch 
who  had  served  Spanish  speaking 
missions  were  to  be  called  as 
Stake  missionaries. 

THE  MISSIONARY  program 
has  been  successful  as  President 
Andersen  remarks  with  obvious 
pride.  “For  the  last  10  years,” 
he  said, x “the  Utah  Stake  has  led 
the  Utah  valley  area  in  convert 
baptisms.  In  the  last  three  years 
the  Spanish-American  Branch  has 
been  responsible  for  one-third  to 
one-half  of  these  baptisms.” 

The  Branch  also  has  two  full 
time  missionaries,  one  in  Peru 
and  one  in  Mexico.  Elder  Stanley 
Gamero,  one  of  the  two  mission- 
aries, came  to  BYU  as  a new 
convert  from  Peru.  He  joined  the 
Spanish-American  Branch  and  is 
now  serving  an  LDS  mission  to 
his  native  country.  The  same  is 
true  of  Elder  Heriberto  Rubio 
who  is  now  serving  a mission  in 
Mexico. 

AS  HERMANO  Andersen  tells 
the  members,  the  purpose  of  the 
Branch  is  not  to  isolate  the  Latin 
Americans  but  to  help  them  re- 


tain their  interest  in  their  native 
countries.  Members  are  urged  \ 
prepare  themselves  to  return  * 
their  countries  to  help  their  pfl 
pie  either  as  missionaries  or  jty 
other  capacities. 

One  such  member  who  has 
turned  to  assume  a position 
responsibility  in  his  country  , 
Mario  Aranda.  A native  of  ftlexii 
and  a former  Mexican  mission; 
from  the  Branch,  he  is  now  h< 
of  the  LDS  Seminary  program  1 
Mexico. 

Non-Latin  members  have 
represented  the  Branch  well,

Mao  Tse-Tung 
Ends  Speculation 
With  Appearance 

TOKYO,  (AP)  — Radio  Peking 
said  Tuesday  Chinese  Communist 
leader  Mao  Tze-Tung  appeared  in 
public  Tuesday,  ending  speculation 
that  he  was  seriously  ill.  He  had 
not  been  officially  reported  at  pub- 
lic functions  for  six  months. 

RADIOPHOTOS  from  Peking 
showed  Mao  smiling  with  Premier 
Mehmet  Shehu  of  Albania,  who  is 
in  the  Red  capital  on  an  official 
visit.  The  72-year-old  Mao  seemed 
as  rotund  as  ever,  with  no  sign  of 
having  lost  weight. 

There  have  been  reports  that 
Mao  suffered  from  a heart  condi- 
tion. The  last  official  word  of  his 
activity  was  Nov.  26,  when  Peking 
reported  he  met  with  a Cambodian 
delegation  in  Shanghai. 

Peking  and  New  China  News  A- 
gency  broadcasts  said  Mao  was 
host  at  a banquet  for  the  Alban- 
ians, who  are  Red  China’s  lone  ally 
in  Europe  in  Peking’s  feud  with 
Moscow.

A BROADCAST  in  English  said 
the  device  was  shot  off  over  west- 
ern areas  of  China.  But  a Chinese 
language  domestic  broadcast  de- 
clared the  test  was  made  in  the 
air,  leaving  the  implication  a plane 
dropped  the  bomb. 

Said  a statement  in  English 
broadcast  by  the  New  China  News 
Agency:  “At  1600  hours  (4  p.m. 
Peking  time)  on  May  9,  1966,  China 
successfully  conducted  over  its 
western  areas  a nuclear  explosion 
which  contained  thermonuclear 
material.” 

WASHINGTON  SAID  the  test  site 
was  remote  Sinkiang  Province  of 
China’s  northwest,  an  area  next  to 
the  Soviet  Union  rich  in  uranium. 
This  is  where  the  first  two  tests 
were  conducted. 

The  first  device  was  exploded 
Oct.  16,  1964,  and  the  second  May 
14,  1965.  The  first  was  believed  set 
off  atop  a tower  while  the  second 
may  have  been  dropped  from  a 
plane.
